Victory for w o m an suffrage In the 
United State* ad ds interest to the ex­ 
periences of Finland, where women 
wok the franchise by thei r part In qui­ 
eting labor trouble* similar to tin we 
which now assail tile United States. 
Incidentally, Finland wa* one of the 
first portions of the old Russian e m ­ 
pire to set up a constitutional govern­ 
ment. 
The advent and progress of suffrage 
In Finland Is described In a comm uni­ 
cation to the National Geographic so­ 
ciety by Baroness Atettn Korff as fol­ 
lows : 
"F ro m an educational point of view 
the women of Finland have been very 
fortunate, as there are many excellent 
schools for girls and a n u m b er of co­ 
educational 
schools 
th roug ho ut 
the 
country which pre p a re students for 
the 
university 
examination*. 
Girls 
were ad mitted to th** university in 
1878, and. until the w a r Intervene!, 


they not only attended lectures but 
took part In all branches of university 
life: they participated in all the cele­ 
brations 
and 
festivities, 
and 
were 
member* of the various clubs and s t u ­ 
dent organizations, In which they were 
on a footing of perfect equality with 
the men, and frequently were elected 
to various official positions. After they 
were gra duated from one of th** sev­ 
eral high schools or from th e univer­ 
sity, ih ere were m any bra nches of 
work open to them, 
“ Having thus such an excellent foun­ 
dation to build upon. it I* small won­ 
der that the w o m a n ’s movement soon 
found many active supporters.
